Now having given an Account of the Oath of Secrecy; next I will

The 
Prieſts then ſaid, 'That they were glad ro hear me in ſo good a Hu- 
mour , and did heartily wiſh , that all the Catholicks in England were 
of my mind, and further did tell me , that all Exglard in a little time 
would be Roman Catholicks ; for that the Duke of 7ork , next Heir to 
the Crown, had renounced the Proteſtant Religion. Therefore force was. 
to be uſed for the more ſpecdy bringing him to the Crown. But ad- 
ded, that before I could be any furtheracquainred with the particulars of

| BeforelI did take the Oath of Secrecy, I did go. to Confeſſion , where 
my Ghoſtly Father in my ſaid Confeſſion did-tell me that T muſt Believe, 
That it was a mortal $im to Reveal what was told me by wt" Father - 
in my Confeſſion , :and that I was certainly Dannetl;if ever'T did Diſco- 
wer the concerns 'of this Deſign , or taking the ſaid Oath of Secrecy. 
Bur after T had taken the ſaid Oath -of Secrecy, and was Acquainted 
with the Deſign, when ever I went to Confeſſion, my Ghoſtly Father 


would be ſure to'Examine me, how I haq kept: my Oath; -upon-which, 
it my Father Confefſor did Judg, thatT had nor ſo'truly kepr the ſame, 


as I ought to have done , then muſt I have taken the ſame Over a- 
gain. Beſides, my Ghoſtly Father did frequently Teach me how to 
make uſe of Equivocations and Mental Reſervations. 00 | 
Firſt, How to defend my ſelf againſt the Proteſtants, if I were: ask't 
by a ſtranger whether Mr. Ruſhton were a Prieſt; That then T'might 
lawtully deny it, or upon Oath before a Magiſtrate , I might poflitive- 
Iy deny my knowledge of Ruſhton to be a Popiſh Prieſt : but then I muſt 
privately ro my ſelf make -ufe of this Equivocation , That I did not ſee 
the ſaid Ruſhton take his Orders beyond Sea, therefore could not ſfivear 
him to be a Prieſt. And then followed the benefit of Abſolution tor this 
or any other ſervice done for the good of the Romiſh Religion.

Then with Imprecations I might lawfully deny the-ſfame ; only mak- 
ing uſe of this Reſervation to my ſelf, that Imuſtdeny any thing which 
is againſt the Intereſt of the Church: beſides, ifI ſhould ownit tobethe 
Dodrrine of the Romiſh Church, that then the Proteſtants would beat 
out my Brains, as was taught me by my Ghoſtly Father Ruſhtox. 
Thirdly, That fince the Diſcovery of this Popiſh Plor, if I did at any 
time hear the Proteſtants diſcourſe, that they of the Romiſh Church did 
Teach the Murthering of Kings and Princes, and that the King was to 
have been Murthered by the Papiſts, that then Imuſt Vindicate the Ro- 
mifh Religion, Arguing, that ſuch DofQtrine the Papiſts held not, with 
- Reſervation to my ſelf, that Imuſt not own ſuchaDeſign, unleſs effeCted, 
believin g that Proteſtants being Hereticks had no Power to examine 
me, neither wasT obliged to anſiyer direatly to the Queſtion.

After that, I ſaid certain Praye rs 
uſed before Confeſſion, and at the Conciuſion, made again the Sign of 
the Croſs ; which being ended, I went into the Veſtry, where kneeling, 
I askt my Ghoftly Fathers Bleſſing, as Childrenufualy do their Parents 
Then aiter that, I made againthe G gnof the Croſs, and then had thebe- 
nefir of Confeffton, and Abſolurion from my Sins, and then I wentinto 
the Chappel, andſaid Prayers before receiving the Sacrament.

"But when Maſswas faid; T didnot communicate with the reſt there 
preſent, although the Sacrament was conſecrated for me, bur after the

Then -againT kift the Mafs-Book, held in the Prieſts Hand, butheld my 
Hand-onthe Maſs-Book all rhe time I was taking the Oath aforetaid, 
and after thar, riſing, bowed my Body to the Altar, in_an humble man- 
ner, and fo returned to my place again. - Wh. 
Now after I had taken the ſaid Oath of Secrecy, Ru/h7ou went again 
intothe Veſtry, to ſay his Prayers on his Breviary, but I continued {till 
in the Chappel to ſay, my Prayers uſed after the taking of the Sacrament, 


. ThenafterRufhton my Confetior came forth out of theVeſlry,be wentto- 


wards his own Chamber, whither I followed him ; but Sir 7homas Gaſ- 
eoigne haſtily calling the ſaid Ruſhton, he laid down his Breviary in his 
Cloſet( to which was no door, and is ſcituate near his Chamber.) which 
faid Breviary I raking up; forind therein the ſaid Oath of Secrecy; of 
which OathlT had a ſufficient time to take a true copy, and itis the real 
copy which is before recited ; although whenItook the copy of the ſaid 


Oath, T neyerintended that any Proteſtant ſhould haye ſeenit. 


' "The ſame day were Hallowed for my ſelftwo Piſtols, which wereto 
be made uſe of, torthe deſtruQtion of the Proteſtant party, ifthe Roman 


 Catholick Religion had prevailedin Fng/and. There were alſoSwords, 


Guns and Piſtols, Hallowed for 7homas Gaſcoigne Eſquire; and others 
ingaged in the Popiſh Plot. And inthe ſaid Month of February, I had 
an Induigence, or Pardon, for Thirty 7! ni 4 ears, given me by the ſaid 
Ruſhtoy, my Ghoſtly Father, for my Encouragement 1nmy proccedings 
of being ſo Zealous againſt his Majeſty, and Goverment ; and the Pe- 
nance cnjoynd, was to fay every day a Letany, for the Interceſſion, and
